London, Nov. 10.—(2:04 p. m,)—Emperor William 


signed a letter of abdication Saturday morning at the 
German grand headquarters, in the presence of Crown 
Prince Frederick William and Field Marshal Hinden- 
burg, according to a dispatch from Amsterdam to the 
Exchange Telegraph company. 
The German crown pnnce signed his renunciation 


to the throne shortly afterward.

Columbus, Nov. 9.—Taxation probo- 
bly will be the principal question facing 
the next general assembly as a result 
of Tuesday's election. 
As a result of the adoption of pro- 
hibition amendment, $7,000,000 of sa- 
loon revenue is cut off, and, with the 
adoption of both the classification of 
property 
and 
mortgage 
exemption 
amendments, modification of the ex- 
isting taxation statutes is made neces- 
sary. Cities and schools are both call- 
ing for financial relief, and the Smith 
one per cent tax law still upon the 
statute books. The revenue question 
will, therefore, probably be the domin- 
ating one before the solons when they 
meet next January.

reach Marshal Foch's headquaiteis un- 
til the middle of this (Saturdaj) after 
noon at the \ery earliest 


The courier left for Spa. the German 


headquarters, immediately after 
the 
terms were delheied and the enemy 
had been given 72-hours in which to 
send hi* answer. 


Few details of the terms have been 


divulged, nor have am- of the dramatic 
elements of the scene at the allied com- 
mandei -in-chief's headquarters been ie- 
ported 
Nothing but the briefest des 


patches have told of an event the con- 
sequences of which will affect 
the 


whole subsequent history of civiliza- 
tion. 
* In the meantime the allied armies 
are grimly sticking to their task of 
driving the foe from the soil of France. 
No one can exactly locate the line 
where the contending armies are fight- 
ing today. It is known, however, that 
the French have reached Mezieies and 
that the British have captured Avesnes 
It is probable that the Germans now 
hold a strip of French soil not over 
six or seven miles in width from east 
of Valenciennes to the south bank of 
the Moselle river. Further south the 
line runs along the frontier, but is no- 
where more than a couple of miles 
west of Germanj's domain

chiefs of Germany. Emperor William 
is at Spa. it is said and it is consid 
ered possible that the armistice mission 
now at Marchal Foch's headquarters 
may receive instructions bv wireless.

and the \Vittelsbach dynastj-, headed 
by King Ludwig III, is deposed

The revolution is seemingly rapidly 
spreading through the great industrial 
and maritime cities of Prussia.

with Germany were read to congress by President Wilson 
at 1 o'clock this afternoon. Assembled in the* hall of the 
house, where nineteen months ago senators and represen- 
tatives heard the President ask for a declaration of war, 
they today heard him speak the words which heralded the 
coming of peace. 


The strictly military terms of the armistice are em 


braced jn eleven specifications which include the e?aca 
ation of all invaded territories, the withdrawal of the 
German troops from the left: bank of the Rhine and the 
surrender of all supplies of war. 


All allied vessels in German hands are to be snrreadr 


ered and Germany is to notify neutrals that they are fro* 
to trade at once on the seas with allied countries. 


Among the financial terms included are restitution - 


for damage done by the German armies, restitution of the 
cash taken from the national bank of Belgium and re- 
turn of gold taken from Russia and Rumania. 


The terms also provide for the abandonment by Ger- 


many of the treaties of Bucharest and Brest-LJtovsk.

Against these his cry: 'I did not will 
the war." availed as nothing.

the bar of humanity William was ad- 
judged guilty of the greatest crime 
since the cruicifixion. In him humanity 
saw the last of the autocrats, the final 
Caesar. 
Assertions that he was at 
heart peaceful, so persistently circulat 


Emperor William's domination over 


German statesmen, diplomats and the 
high command of the German army was 
emphasized by Dr. W.llh&lm Muehlon.' a 
former director of the Krupp works, the 
great German munitions factory. In his 
book on "The Devastation of Europe." 
In this he not only laid blame upon 
Germany for bad faith and criticized 
the German army for its brutality but 
asserted that in the German foreign of 
flee "only he who did the emperor's 
bidding was allowed to remain. They 
could not do better," he declared, "be- 
cause of the character, the power, the 
vacillation of and continued interfer- 
ence by the kaiser." It was Dr. Mueh- 
lon Who asserted the authenticity of the 
statement that Emperor William stated 
at a meeting of German ormy officers 
that he had plenty of prisoners and that 
he hoped the officers would see that no 
more prisoners were taken. 


Maximilian Harden, a German liberal 


leader, declared 
the

William often proclaimed his inno- 


cence, and endeavored to put the onus 
of the war on the shoulders of the en- 
tente allies. 
In his speech from the 
throne after the war began he said:

He who had long pro 
claimed himself the prince of peace 
stood revealed as humanity's scourge, 
and against him and all that he repre- 
sented rose the new world of democ- 
racy and freedom. 


Many doubt whether William was en- 


tirely sane. He said repeatedly that he 
possessed a divine mandate to rule; that 
the Almighty was his "unconditional 
and avowed ally." It is not entirely 
clear whether such outgivings were the 
product of a disordered brain or were 
due to unbounded egotism and an effort 
to impress his subjects with the idea of 
reverent and unquestioning submission. 
His speeches to his armies in which he 
asserted he and they were "instruments 
of divine judgment ijpon Germany's en- 
emies" were regarded by many outside 
of Germany as pieces of rhetoric, in- 
tended to deceive his own people. 
William's claim to close affinity with 


God was the burden of dozens of his 
speeches long before as well as after 
the beginning of the war. Of these, per- 
haps, none more clearly defined his 
claim than his notorious "divine right" 
speech delivered at Brandenburg in 
1890, in which he said he regarded the 
German people as "a responsibility" con- 
ferred upon him by God and that it was 
"my duty to increase this heritage for 
which one day I shall be called upon 
to give account. Those who try to in- 
terfere with my task I shall -crush." 
In all this the world saw before the 
not a menace but a comedy. 
It 
laughed with the then Captain Joseph 
B. Coghlan of the United States navy 
when, returning from the war with 
Spain and telling of the1 clash with the 
commander of the German squadron at 
Manila Bay, the captain -recited the 
famous poem, "Hoch Der Kaiser." In 
this the concluding refrain was, in the 
suppositions words of the emperor: 


"Got 
pulls mit me—and I mit him 
MEINSELF—und Gott." 


Few statesmen realized then that the 


deluded emperor in his "shining ar- 
mor" 
manoeuvering his armies and his 


fleets, building up the German military 
system, cementing the central empires 
and Turkey, and fostering the preach- 
ing of the supremacy of autocracy was 
erecting a machine that one day would 
make war upon all civilization. 


Yet the world was warned by some 


far-sighted men that the emperor would 
one day bring catastrophe upon the na- 
tions. These men saw in him then and 
see him now as a mad inventor given 
in his youth the most dangerous of all 
toys—his army and navy. 
They were his playthings. 
He de- 


veloped them throughout the years to 
the point where he had to put them to a 
test. Like a crazed inventor, he feared 
the end of his reign would find his in- 
ventions untried; so grasped the first 
opportunity to wage a world-war. 


Meantime the German war party 


grew with William as its head, and the 
scheme of world-dominion awaited the 
hour to begin its- attainment. 
It came 


with the assassination of the Austrian 
archduke, Francis Ferdinand, and his 
wife at Sarajevo. 
Recalled from a yatching trip, Wil- 


liam presided at a conference at Pots- 
dam of representatives of the German 
and Austrian armies, navies and com- 
mercial interests. There, according to 
the best information obtainable, the de- 
cision was reached to make the assass- 
ination of the archduke a pretense for 
the world-war for which Germany had 
long prepared. 
In the diplomatic exchange between 


Germany and Austria on one side and 
Great Britain. France and Russia on 
the other. William posed as one wish- 
ing for peace but driven to war. 
He 
signed the order for the mobilization 
of the German army and from that mo- 
ment war was inevitable. Thereafter he 
drove on his armies relentlessly in the 
mad campaigns for victory, encourag- 
ing them with every device and some- 
times appearing on the front to be pro- 
claimed as personal commander in a 
great offensive. 
Publication of the "Willy-JJicky" cor- 


respondence in 1917. placed the German 
emneror in the light of an tinscruplous 
plotter. The telegram* disclosed that 
Bmperor William had induced Emperor 
Nicholas of Russia to sign a secret 
agreement to which he wax to force the 
adherence of France in the perfection 
of an offensive and defensive alliance 
against England.' The treaty was dis- 
covered and repudiated by a Russian 
minister. 


Failing In his attempt, the German 
em|ieror set upon himself the task of, 
drawing England to his side against 
France* and Russia. 
How well he 


thought he had succeeded In this way 
he gathered from a letter he wrote to 
President Wilson in 1914 In which he 
said Kins George had promised I»rinoe 
Henry of Prussia, on July 2», 19H. fhal 
RngJand would remain neutral in a war 
involving the

powers 
with 


France and Russia, 


I'erhap*1 the mew* direet and author- 
llatiw* of the accusations against the 
German empetw and the Pan Germans 
are contained in the published secret 
memorandum of Prince Chartes Max 
I.iehnow"«*y, who'wa«i German ambassa 
dor at Ijondon at the outbreak of Hos- 
tilities. The prince unequivocally placed 
the blame for the war on Germany, and 
for his frankness was imprisoned in a 
Sile"iian chateau, permanently expelled 
from the Prussian house of lords, which

The emperor, despite his previous ex 


pressions of good will for America gave 
vent to his anger against the United 
States when it became evident no of 
ficial action would be taken to stop the 
shipment of munitions and supplies to 
the entente allies by declaring to the 
American ambassador, James W Ger 
ard: "I shall stand no nonsense from 
America after the war." 


William's designs to spread German 


dominion in Asia found expression in 
his famous visits to Contantinople when 
he was proclaimed as protector of the 
Moslems. 
In this the world saw a 


cunning step toward achievement of the 
German ambition of German dominion 
from Berlin to Bagdad. 


Priednch Wilhelm Victor Albert was 
born January 27. 1859, and became Em- 
peror William II. on the death of his 
father, Frederick III., June 15, 1888. He 
came out of the University of Bonn 
fully prepared to enter the school of 
statecraft. Set to work in the govern- 
ment bureaus, he was early taught the 
routine of official business under the 
tutelage of the great Bismarck. 


At the death of his father, the im- 
perial throne devolved upon William II 
who was then but 29 years of age. 
Bistnack continued as chancellor but not 
for long. Though the great statesman 
had made every effort to instil his 
young pupil with his own ideas of gov- 
ernment and diplomatic policies, the new 
emperor soon found that he disagreed 
with his grandfather's former close ad- 
viser in many important respects. In 
1890 the disagreement of the two men 
reached a crisis, a rupture came and 
Bismarck went. The relations' between 
the two, men remained strained for sev- 
eral years, but before Bismarck died 
peace was made between them. 


With the passing of Bismarck the 
emperor's real reign began. As a mili- 
tary man he was a stickler for effic- 
iency, discipline and the observance of 
etiquette to the last detail. Any of the 
details of all these components of army 
life and training he was familiar to 
-the smallet point. It is related that 
during military reviews he was able 
to detect the slightest imperfection in 
the equipment or training of a regiment 
or squadron and called attention to the 
dereliction sharply. With the principles 
of tactics and maneuvers, too, he was 
thoroughly acquainted. 


Besides being well-versed in army mat- 
ters, the emperor was thoroughly fa- 
miliar with naval affairs, having a tech- 
nical mastery of the details that KO to 
make up the efficiency of a. fleet. Study 
of naval problems was one of Ws pet 
occupations. His influences was potent 
in fostering the development of German 
commerce, art and slcence. His inter-

It was stated that the emperor had

One of the most ridiculous mistakes 


of the older education wan its failure to 
bring up young people fitted to live 
in the country and engage in uirricul 
lure. 
This in one of the 
principal 


causes of high cost of food. 
We re 


fused to teach country young people 
anything about the calling in which 
they expected to make a living. 


We 
fitted 
them to be clerks 
and 


book-keepers in city stores. 
Nothing 


was taught them as to how food pro 
ductlon can be made a business suc- 
cess, or as to how country life cau 
made successful and advantageous. 


As a consequence most bright young 


folks, having learned to despise thei» 
father's bi'»ine.ss. rushed off to the 
cities. The farmers were left without 
help 
Foreign 'laborers were brought 


in. 
But they were not satisfactory 


substitute. Often this hired help could 
not be had. As a result, having driven 
all the food producers away from the 
farms, we now complain because food 
costs high. 


A 
large 
number 
of 
agricultural 


schools have now been started. A great 
many young people are learning how 
to make farms pay. and how to or- 
ganize 
community 
life in a country 


town. In time this will lead to greater 
food production. 
But there are not 


nearly enough of these schools, 
and 


they need more generous support. 


Practical education is a big subjject, 


and this little series of editorials has 
only touched the fringes of it. 
The 


many questions relating to the educa- 
tion of girls has not 
been taken up. 


In conclusion it can be said that if 
our education can be made thoroughly 
practical, we can attain an efficiency 
that will make the United States more 
prosperous than ever before, in spite 
of the great burdens it has to carry. 


WHAT CRIPPLED MEN 


CAN DO. 


It is hard to have entire faith In he 


superiority of mind over- matter, when 
a day laborer can get twice as much 
pay as a school teacher. 


The man who comes back from war 


minus a leg, arm, or other member, 
vill be interested to learn that the Ford 
Motor company recently made a can- 
vass of its jobs to see what portion of 
ts 
work 
could be done by crippled 


men. It found there were 670 jobs 
hat could be filled by men with no 
egs: 2637 jobs that could be taken by 
one legged men; 715 that one armed 
men could take, and 10 that totally 
blind men could do. About 18 per cent 
of the employes of this plant are said 
now to be cripples or physically below 
standard. Yet most of them are effi- 
cient. 


Every crippled man who comes back 


from the war can get a good paying 
job if he keeps up his courage, and 
if he is willing to make the effort to 
train for his new work. The majority 
of them after receiving this training, 
may earn more money than they did 
before. 


The trouble with cripples in the past 


las been that they had no one to look 
out for them and see they got into 
work adapted to their 
abilities. 
A 


great many of them would bcome semi- 
jeggars. They would sell lead pencils, 
shoe strings, neckties, 
which 
people 


bought not because they wanted to buy 
n that way, but merely out of sympa- 
thy. They would only earn a miserable 
ivjng in that way and were commonly 
more or less dependent on relatives. 


A crippled man will do far better to 
it himself to fill sonic place where his 
vork will be wanted and will give real 
service. It is up to the government 
o help him to earn a good living, and 
his should be done systematically and 
horoughly and probably it will be. 


Reconstruction schools that train the 


men for new work should follow them 
up and see that every man is given a 
hance to make good. We owe these 
men a debt we can never pay, and must 
always feel responsible for the welfare 
of all who are willing to co-operate.

CASE OF VICTOR L. BERGER. 


(Pittsburgh Gazette Times.) 
In his authoritative work. On Civil 


Liberty. F. LieVer declared: "The law 
of ail nations not wholly depraved in a 
polit'cal point of view, adopts the prin- 
aple that a man shall be held innocent 
until proved fty process of law to be 
otherwise." 
It follows, as a simple 


mat er of right and justice, that an ac- 
cused person sl.ould be brought to trial 
as speedily as possible for legal <3eter- 
minntion of his status, in the public in- 
terest as well as in his own. But the 
law's delays are proverbial and never 
have they been more flagrant than in 
the disposal of eases growing out of 
alleged violations of the espionage law 
enacted, after the United States en- 
tered the world war, for protection of 
ihe country. The case of Victor L. 
Berger, Socialist, who has just been 
elected to Congress from a Wisconsin 
district makes a striking illustration 
of the point.

will deal with this and kindred prob- 
lems. 


Designation ot til* unit? of the army 
to i-cmain in France over the period 
of settlement has not been taken by 
the war department. It should be re- 
alized, officials »oint out that even after 
terms of peace has been signed, a. work 
of stupendous magnitude will remain. 
Tons of mit«rial, comprising rail- 
road equipment as well as arsenal sup- 
repair and refitting plants and 
the strictly military accoutrement, must 
be collected and invoiced preparatory 
to their disposal, either to one of the 
allied governments or for re-shipment 
to the United States. An army of 
considerable size will be needed for 
this \vork for months after the war has 
ended. 


It has been suggested that the units 
to remain in Fcance for this work be 
obtained by ca.l'ngr for volunteers from 
the expeditionary forces 
Under ex- 
isting law. authority is given for the 
maintenance of a regular army up to 
a strength of about 375.000. Military 
men believe, however, that a much 
larg.T force will be required in Europe 
for possibly two years after the sign- 
ing of the armistice. 
The British covcrnmcnt began

a jcar ago. It's plans have been so 
thoroughly worked out that when a 
"dress rehearsal" was, held recently, a 
unit of the British army in France was 
*ent through the machinery to its final

Lieut. J. S. Bailey opened recruiting 
headquarters for the divisional motor 
train.

Utica and Lick- 
ing county were sent to Columbus on 
July 14, and later .they were made a 
part of the 37th Division at Camp 
Sheridan, as were the members of Bat- 


tery. C, who first went into training at 
Camp Perry.

cruited for Company B, of the 4th In- 
fantry, left the city 'for Columbus on 
July 15.

•France, and it made a name famed, 
having participated in all the big bat-

The remainder of tlie men 
are ?,11 non-commissioned officers with 
Battery B. 324th H. F. A., now in 
action in France.. 


Following the first quota, and leav- 


ing Newark Sept. 20. the city sent 72 
men and the county 64 men to Camp 
Sherman, making a total of 136. These 
quotas were followed rapidly through- 
out the year by others. The men who 
left Sept. 20 were all made a part of 
the 324th Field Artillery and are now 
serving with it.

OHN J. PERSHING was born September 13, 1860, in Laclede, Mo. In 1877 he taught the negro 


school in Laclede. Graduated with honors from the State Normal at Kirksville, Mo., in 1880! 
Taught school at Prairie Mound, Mo., until 1882. He won the appointment to West Point in a 


competitive examination July 14, 1882. 


Graduated from West Point in 1886 as Second Lieutenant. Assigned to Sixth Cavalry in the 


Apaches campaign. Promoted to First Lieutenant in 1891. At the outbreak of Spanish-American 
War, 
assigned to the Tenth Cavalry. Won distinction at the battle of San Juan. Ordered to Philip- 


pines as Captain and Adjutant General, District of Mindanao, in 1899. 


On General Staff in 1904, he met and won Miss Frances R. Warren, daughter of Senator 


Warren, of Wyoming. They were married in January, 1905, and left for Japan the same day, where 
Pershir.g was Military Attache and Observer in the Russo-Japanese War. In 1906 promoted to be 
Brigadier General over the heads of 862 officers. 
Jn command of the Department of Mindanoa he 


firmly established American authority in the Philippines. . 


In 1914 he was given command of Fort Bb-s on the Mexican Border. In August. 1915, his 


home in the Presidio. San Francisco, burned -ind his wife and three children perished in the flames. 
In March. 1916. he was sent into Mexico in command of the Punitive Expedition against Villa. 


He w.is given command of the American Expeditionary Forces in France by President Wilson 


on May 24. 1917, sailed on May 28. He was promoted to be General in American Army October 4. 
'1917. March 29. 1918, while the great German drive was in progress, General Pershing was able 
.to o£fcs_Ccneral Foch the entire, resources of America to stem the tide.

Thi-ough fliplomatic trea'chery, Germany 
was able to bring about high treason in 
the llussian military organization and 
through failure of the Russian ammu- 
nition supply, the czar's troops suffered 
crushing defeats and the reiolution 
came. A futile attempt to continue the 
war was made by the provisional gov- 
ernment because Germany s agents — 
Lenme 
and 
Trotsky— successfully 


launching a counter-revolt, got control 
of the government and made the dis- 
reputable peace at Brest-Litovsk which 
proved to be worse for Russia than war. 
Rumania was compelled by force of 
circumstances to make peace with Ger- 
many because she was cut off from all 
communication with her allies and dc 
prived of any possible aid from them. 


Then with the allied armies forced to 


maintain four battle fronts. In Turkcv. 
Saloniki. Italy and France. Germany 
prepared for her final blow which would 
crush the allied armies in the ivo«t. 
which blow was launched March 21 
la-st. 


But in the meantime, her ruthless 
ness on land and sea had alienated 
America. The sinking of the Lusiiania 
added to the horror felt by Americans 
over the atrocities in Hclgium. Her dis 
regard for the rights of neutrals on the 
hieh was frequently involved her with 
this country and there were frequent 
diplomatic exchanges on the subjert.

Tliat spirit, prevailing in all America's 


war preparations, hastened Germany's 
doom. The navy was increased, the 
army enlarged by volunteer and draft 
until, at this date more than 2.000.000 
Yankee soldiers are in France and have 
taken part, or were preparing to take 
part, in the punishment of the Hun. 


The first action in which the Ameri- 


cans took part was in the Lorraine sec- 
tor in November, 1917, less than eight 
months after American entered the war, 
and less than five months after the 
hrst United States troops landed in 
France. It was a minor action as bat- 
tles have been measured in this world 
conflict, but it brought grimly home to 
America that her work was cut out for 
her. 
From tljen on American troops 


Ilgured regularly in the news dispatches 
and to every reader of the war news 
Seicheprey, Cantigny, Chateau-Thierry, 
Kelleau woods. Soissons. St. Miehiel and 
the Argonne nil! recall the thrills pro 
duced as the cables told of American 
successes in these places. 


Xo one Knows now wetter than the 


former kaiser ot Germany the folly of 
his contempt for America.

before America's strength had been ex- 
erted to half Its might.

While the conimml himmerinc of 
the western lines w.is in progress, the 
nmrdi, Freneh, Serbian and 
Greek 
forces in ¥s.m1onika launehed a drive 
against the iitiilgarians and Austrian;: 
In a remarkably short time such ad- 


vances were made that Bulgaria sued 
for peace. 
A few weeks later Italy, assisted by 


French, British and a final 1 contingent 
of American troops, attacked the Aus- 
trian lines along the Piare in Italy. The 
crushing defeat brought a plea from 
Austria for an armistice and peace. 


In the meantime the unprecedented 
progress of the British forces in the 
Holy Land completely crushed 
the 


Turkish forces in that war theater and 
almost similtaneously with Austria's 
plea for peace, came Turkey's bid for 
mercy. 


In the meantime, the appointment of 


Prince Max as chancellor, brought Ger- 
man's request for an armistice which 
resulted in the signing of the agreement 
to cease hostilities. A series of notes 
were exchanged between Washington 
and Rerlin and the- correspodcnce finally 
was transmitted by President Wilson to 
the allied war council at Versailles,
